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Members now have the opportunity to make their own nomi- 
nations for these vacancies by petition. Members must obtain 
the appropriate petition form from the Credit Union offices. 

Only one nominee for one vacancy can appear on a petition. 

To be valid, a petition must be signed by at least 172 persons 
who are members of the Credit Union and each signature must 
be witnessed. Because the petition will contain the names of 
Agency employees, the petition form is marked "SECRET (When 
filled in)". As soon as preparation of a petition is begun, 
therefore, it becomes classified and will be handled and stored 
as classified material. 

To be effective a nominating petition must be filed with 
the Secretary of the Credit Union by close of business 1 March 
1973, and must be accompanied by a certificate from the individual 
stating that he or she is agreeable to nomination and will serve 
if elected. Members are reminded that persons serving in elected 
positions are publicly identified with the CIA Credit Union. Con- 
sequently, only employees who may be so identified may be nomi- 
nated . 


The names of persons nominated by petition and by the Nomi- 
nating Committee will be posted in the Credit Union offices as 
soon as known and no later than close of business 6 March 1973. 

Ballots will be distributed on or before 9 March 1973 and 
must be returned to the designated Tellers for Election by 
close of business 23 March 1973.
